One of
the most recant of the written arguments
In support of the opposition to the flim
comes from a prominent film
maker—for that matter, the greater part
of the objections to the project are from
the managers—who pets up that it Is an
abridgment of the right of free spooch.
He contends, rather Ingenuously, that the
“movie" Is the latest form of giving pub-
licity to current events, and that any
interference with ita operations is in the
direction of an attack on the free presa.

This department of The Bae in times
past has taken high ground against the
oreation of a public censor, sither by the
federal or state governments. It has been
contended that publle opinlon will serve
in the long run as the best possible form
of eritielsm, and that the managers must
in the end bow before this as ultimate.

t the managers have so far outrun

1f there be anything of the nature of a
well grounded demand for publie censor-
ship of the movies, or the stage in any

Each of these plays pleaded
for the right to show because It was
dealing with “actual conditions.”” In each
case the manager set up that he sought
only 1o serve the publie by producing
n warning to the unsuspeoting of the
dangers that lurked in the shadows. The
plaln truth of the matter Is thal iIn
nelther did the manager have a thought
above filling his purse with the money
lured into his hands by the parade of
mnotual filth, What ia true of the stuge
ia true of the movies. Producers have
vied here wilh a purpose of making sen-
sationnl appoals te publie curfosity, and
haye achleved some *wonderful results
the line. Buch exhibitions lomse their
value from any standpoint except as ap-
pealing to the less worthy nature of the
boholders, and are doubly dangerous, for
they are patronissd by the lmmature In
far greater proporilon than s the theater
Thelr only contribution ia to the lowering
of the goneral slandard of morulity, and
aa such they do not deserve to be coun-
tenanoed
